3. f CALLH^: UTILITY repeated many of his previously expressed ‘statements 

on CALLIKAK situation. He said that the Ministry of the Interior had tried to 
put the blame for a poor law" on the Parliament but this had not worked. He also 
said that the Fomoiff had been told it would take the U.S. three mouths to reach 
a position (see cable). UTILITY also said that CATIDE bad proposed that the 
Chief of the German CALLIKAK. organization be a trained la>^er but that be not be 
a member of the courts'. CATHIE Xeele that the main weakness of liie draft lav 

Is that it raixe& executive and judicial functions. 
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UTILITY recommended that a nev draft Bhould be submitted but vheu ^ ^ 
asked vho should submit, UTILITY was not sure. .
